CONDITIONING FOR SHOW by Dick Scheidt 


An showtime draws ever nearer, do you find yourself spending just а little sore 
tine looking into those tank? of beautiful fish and saying to yourself - "That one's 
going to win! 


по you also think a Libtle about, Ehh other guy and vonder what he or she La 
going to enter and what their floh will th lite!” lave you ever entered a show vith 
Several "sure winners" only to cond пова вату banded? 


10 you are Ка me, you can uhdolbtedly answer "yes" to all three of the above 
categories, The firot two are only idle dreaming, something which will have no 
bearing on the outcome of any judging, Hut vhat about the third category? Why 
didn't those "surê winners" produce that arnload of ribbons and trophies? 


yhe, just maybe, those “ute withers Mnt: chow vall, and also, Just maybe 
the sanson Eae thie was because you, that person who worked aò hard for ad long Eo 
develop those beautiful shovflsh diin'e tako the tne to finish the job and 
"ошм your аһ for show. Nov do you "condition" Elah for show? Well, Lotta 
iT annume ve afe about оодо А Now and latis condition. анк (eis, oroni 


Obviously, tha fiat thing to do is get a set of show rules and an entry blank, 
Now, 1 know this sounds like am autooatte thing to do but those show rules аги in- 
portant and you had batter study and uderatand thén, Clasdes and sub=clansen vill 
he specified in the rules, Aro there separate subclasses for delta tallo, veil 
tails and svordtalla, or is the color the only division? What about bicolor and 
multi-color! Are males to be shown and Judged seperately or are pairs to be Judged? 
What equipment are the fish to be displaysd in and how much of ít aro you responsible 


for? When should the fish be "benched" and when and to whom are you to ship your 
fish Lf this ia am out of town ahow? These are only а few of the things tho ex- 
hibleor needs to be knowledgeable about and the answer to all of these and other 
points will be found in the show rules, Take tho rules Lightly and the notation 
"DISQUALIFIED" may be found on your judping sheet, 


Yow lett turn our attention to our fish and begin our conditioning process, 
Та the ruled of this show we aro about to enter, ve find that guppya are to he 
dtaplayed in 24 gallon aquariums, room temperature of at least 75 degrees F., 
females are not required but ray be displayed vith the males but will not bo Judged, 
Most of uo raise our Cio in much larger tanka than the 21 gallon in which our fish 
All be displayed, thus ve need to gradually reduce the tank size so that our prized 
Specimen will be shown in surroundings to which he 1а accustomed, If there Lo a 
big difference 1n the tank size, be sure the reductions aro maie gradually 40 the 
fishes are mot subjected to undue stross, 


What's the temperature in your fishiroon or in your tanks if you use heaters? 
20 degrees you сау, Well, the temperature in the show room is only going to he 
75 descees P, and that 5 degrees difference would probably put our fish right on 
the bottom or verse, so while ve are reducing our tank sise, let's also gradually 
reduce the tesperdture пө that the fish vill be accustomed to the 75 degtes tem 
perature, 


How many timas do you feed your fish every day? Most of uo guppy nuts feed 
5-8 tines per day and they will be fed about once per day during the show so ve 
should gradually reduce the number of feedings to about two per day, I, also, 
suggest live foods during the last week prior to show so the fishes vill bo less 
Likely to be weighted dom with bulky dry foods, (Editor's Note = Guppies are not 
fed during ТРОА wanerinned shows)

Also, do nat feed at all the day hetore-thesiow or the day before chipping to 
an out o? town show, The lack of food for this short period of tine will certainly 
fot burt a mature guppy and 1f he la a little hungry, maybe he will put on quite a 
"how for the Judges thinking they are about to be f 


Ave your males zaisod with fenalea? If so, you might try Isolating the males 
from the females until "bench tine", Being reintroduced to a fevale at bench time 
dest may insure our male really strutting hio stuff for her ~ and tbe Јоде, 


Speaking of female, our rules said they would not be judged, so should we 
send then? I believe so and I also believe some care should be exercised in their 
election, Choose a good looking vell developed female of proportionate sixe to the 
mele, This will hopefully sake cur male happy and he should display well for her 
and oor Judges, Also, шо a fomale that а accustomed to the attention of a malo; 
A big femala not used to the antics of a male could turn on him and injure him, 


Yor other things to consider, Jet's not forget the one segment of all con- 
petitive shows which each and every entry 4а subjected to, the judges, All will be 
убей, Judgos are human beings, Few iÉ any arê alike, "All have their oun ideas, 
their ovn Likes and dislike», thoir own partinlitioo, Some judges like color, Sone 
live finnage, Others judge higher on sire and department, If you have a big, highly 
colored, Largo finned, very active male, you probably would win because you have 
managed to reach tho particular searing potential of any group of julpos. 


Wa don't always have the one fish to meet all of these criteria and ve probably 
do oot know the traits each Judge 1a likely to pcore highly so consider entering 
beveral Coh having different traits, That way, one fish mot performing vell may 
pot picked vp by one of your other entries, 


Vell we how have a, few things to consider about chow rima, допо pf. the idean 
expressed may work fox you and you can certainly come up wich good workable ideas 
of your ova,” While va aro about it in this theoretical show, let's all go one step 
further, = Lotta’ all estat the winnera tabla, GOOD LUCK)

The fich room Lü probably one of thé most inportant room im our homes, This 
boing true a lot of cure naoda to be given to the manner in which we vet it up, 
Unfortunately most of us are bargain hunters, Пе watch the nevapapera for adn 
saying "HoUbylat selling out", Wa then go over there and buy all of thaue odd Aixe 
tanka, Mexe ve being them home and create a place for them, This usually resulta 
im having long and hort tanka jammed in = in any manner that they will fit, Wher 
wo do this ve creato a management problem, They are difficult Lo take caro of 
properly, It's hard to set up anything olse uniform around then, It really becomes 
mora of a Job to maintain than the enjoyable hobby it started cut to be, I suspect 
that many of you сап aee yourself in thia spot either nov or in tho pant, I por. 
sonally think this may bo опе of the eauses that ve sea по many people in the hobby 
for one or two years then no one hears from them again, The fun van not there and 
it was a job, They alromly have а job with thoir employer and thay sure don't vont 
tvo jobs, 


Anowming that you are currently in that рові ов = nov in the time to sit down 
with а pad of paper and а tape measure, The firot thing you need to do in menoure 
the arts to be devoted to the fish, Thé next ptep ds te decide how many aqwariums 
you ean comfortably maintain with the amount of spare time you have, Keep in mind 
that a omall tank will require about the sane amount of tine as a large tank, but 
the fish will be bettor off in a larger tan, Surface area {a а very inportant 
factor to keop in mind, particularly during their growth months, Т, myself, prefer 
а 15 gallon ptandard tank (12"х 12" x 24") or a 20 gallon (12"x 12% 30"). ‘this 
тау not be good for you though, and you are the one that is going to have to live 
with the decision that you make, ao don't do tt in haste, 


After you have determined the size tanka, The room size and the quanity of 
tanka you need to give some thought to providing water supply and drain facilities, 
f Fill all of mine vith a garden hose directly from the tap and 1 am able to adjust 
the hot and cold to the temporaturo I desire, This may not be practical in your 
area depending on the chemicals umed in the water treatment, This being the care

you nay want to consider the placing of а large var or drum.nonewhere near by and 
oe a pump to transfer water to tha tank, Unlees you really feel that you need the 
exección, I would not recommend carrying buckets of water, This can give you a harnia 
ani i 19 too much like work for ma, 


то drain I also use a garden hose which carries the witer right outside onto 
sy lawn, ‘This can also be done by having your tanks drilled and inatalliny a PVC 
rain tube, The cost of drilling, the last time Y priced it, vas $2,00 per tank = 
it may be higher nov but it da worth looking into if you lika the idea, This method 
WELL involve a fair amount of plumbing york and vill be somewhat costly, Should 
you decide to do this make sure that you install a shut off valve on each tank 00 
that you have control over the amount of vater ro be removed and also aet it up in 
puch a мау that you can't aceidently drain the entire thing in the event that the 
Phone ringu ór you are otherwise distracted (dil you ever notice hov the phone 
Alvaye manages to ring when you are filling or draining tanka), 


low that we have provided fer the floor space and the water, we neod to think 
about sleetrieity, This ia a very critical matter = wake sure that you install 
Adequate wall outlets to cover your needa, Tt 1а also crucial that they all be 
properly grounded, Vater and olectricity sake Tor a lethal mix, ixtonoion corda 
Should be avoided ag they can be tha source of many hazardo, Fluorescent Light 
‘irtures installed in the ceiling can give you more than enough Light provided they 
are apaced properly, Thin also keeps then avay from the vater and they will lant 
Jonger, Not only that = they are always out of your vay, 


Meat da another item that needa to bo considered, The room needs to be get up 
An auch a vay Chat Le will keep a fairly constant temperature year round, Му room 


la heated by gas forced dry air in the vintor and air conditioned in the summer, I 
would augpent that you avoid of coal or kerosene heat i£ at all possible, These 
thron are all Likely to have pide effecta that you don't neod in your flah room, 


We have now taken care of vater, heat and electricity = no let's build our 
racks, Hy ovn stands are built out of angle iron and have leveling bolte on the 
bottom ao that I can keep them level, ineo Í know that moat of you don't have 
access to tha welding equipment necessary to do this I won't spend anymore tine on 
thia type, The mont common atando I have seen are of wool construction, hey are 
mot too difficult to make and don't require many special toole, The main tools that 
are required are a drill, sav, level and square, 1 would recommend 24р be used, 
bue 2x24 may be used but vill require moro bracing, Tuke great care when you pick 
out the wood, It must be straight to provide adequate support for the aquariune 
and prevent then from breaking, Before you cut the first peice of vood make your

In the past fev years I have talked with many, many guppy breeders and would 
like to put forth an observation for what it's worth, 


There seems to be two types of guppy breeders out there, Опе that has at Least 
опе and sometimes several inter-related strains of guppies that are kept pure, These 
breeders not only show these fish but cross these inter-related strain to cowe up 
with show fish, (This process is commonly referred to as line breeding), Many of

As an avid marino hobbyist Т Like algae in ay tanko, Mont marine hobbylots 

would say that £Luh couldn't Live without it, I woulda'é go that far, but I'll 

nay it certainly helps, Fish create ammonia bulld-up in the water simply by 

eating and sacreting waste, That vaste can build up, inhibit growth, and eventually 

kill, This problem is greatly solved by frequent Vater changes and some sort of 

filtration, Green algae helps to break down the taxine by conversion to nitraten, 


The algae which shows up in freshvator tanks is usually that groen movay stuff 
which adheres itself to the glasa sides and the unicollular suspendod mattor which 
turns the water а cloudy green, Most people consider this "unsightly" but it ia 
mot unhealthy unless a sudden decrease in light causas it to die and decay, 


One can grow a good, healthy crop of algae with the use of natural sunshine 
and/or a good plant Light at least 10 hours а day, Healthy algae actually looks 
Pretty when allowed to grow thich and it can be scrubbed from the front glass 
with а sponge so you can see your fish, "Green wator" is a good secondary fry 
food, Some specien of snails, like ranshoras, produce infuroria when allowed to 
graso on algae,

First empty the box of coreal into the large mixing container, dry at first, 
Then add two envelopes of Knox's Gelatin to the dry cereal along with two 800 mg, 
of Vitamin B12, Wheat gem can also be added, Mix this dry mixture vell with a 
plastic or wooden spoon, Then add - aged water from the aquarium along with some 
dry active yeast and some bear that is room temperature, Mix to a fira paste. 
The dryer the texture of the paste the faster the culture will take, Nov we add 
a microworm culture into rhe mix, Wa again atir rapidly, Don't worry about 
stirring rapidly that you might Kill the worms because you won't, 


Now place the mixed culture in the three shoe box containers only k inéh 
from the bottom in each of the boxes, Place lids on top of shoe boxes and set 
ide at temperature of 60 Lo 65 degrees, never warner an it vill spoil, In about 
48 hours you can mee millions of microvorns starting to form and clinbing up the 
inside of the containers, Always keep in mind - never touch the worms that are

Microvomam are a amall Live-bearing vorm that [a very eany and cheap to grow 
at home and they make a very good food for young guppies and аге considerably 
cheaper to grow then brine shrimp, 


The basic {tans needed are ав follows: yellow corn meal, dry yeast, plastic 
shoo boxan and а starter of miercworm culture, Tiret, ve empty yellow corn moat 
into each of the plastíe shoe boxes until we havo a depth of about 3/4 inches = 
then add 1 packet of dry active yeast and stir this dry mixtura until the yeast 
is sproad out evenly through the corn moal, After this ta dono, tako enough aged 
water fron an aquarium to vet the corn mal through = аа to foma paste, Then 
take your wicroworm culture and mix it through the paste ~ presa it dom into the 
botton of the plantie shoe box, taking your fingers push any of the culture that 
may have gotten on the sides back into the bottom, This vill make the harvesting 
Of miccoworma cleaner so you don't get any cornmeal or yeast in your Vater when 
you feed the microwornn, 


Now place the lids back on the top of the shoe toxos and set aside at a 
teuperature of 60 to 70 degreos = nover warner than 70 depreos!! In about 72 hours 
you should be able to пае millions of microvorma on the top of the culture and 
‘Spurting to climb the sides of the shoe boxes, When you вее thie take a plastic 
spoon or your finger and scrape them off the side and feed to your fish, One 
note - 1f you take a ploce of sand paper and Lightly scrape it along tho sidos 
of the shoe boxes before you set up the culture, tho microvorms vill crawl up the 
sides a little higher and thus make it easier to harvest them, 


Microwoms ате а very good body building food in young fish and should be 
given to young guppies on a daily baste but should not be given to fish older than 
© months as it will cause them ta get too heavy.

There has been а long standing rule in our Judging standards that specifies 
that any fish not having a proper class should be placed in the ADC class This 

Ха best illustrated a few years back at а show hosted by the Dayton Cuppy Club 
Whero all veila hai to be entered in the AOC vell class an no other veil classes 
were available. Thus, Blue, Purple, B/B Pastel, and Albino veils all became AOC 
vetls for that show and competed against one another, This in being discussed here 
because of some apparent confusion with respect to the Albino female This con- 
fusion vas fostered in the article on "Judging Females” in a recent bulletin, In 
that article, it was stated that if an Albino femile had а red caudal and no Albino 
female class existed, it should be claaded ав а Red female This £lluotration vas 
incorrect - the fish should have been entered in the AOC female class, This

convention bas not changed - when no Albino female class is available, any female 
with a red/pink eye automotically becomes an AOC female regar'less of body color 

‘Admittedly, an Albino female in the AOC class may not be competitive but an

PROMOTING THR GUPPY by Jin Thale 


Anong clubs that have bylaws, constitutions or purposes spelled out this 10 
something that is almost always there but not really pursued, Oh, sure, you hold 
а show every year or so, but this is not enough, You also hold auctions, this 
helps but still falla far short of reaching this goal, To be honest about ít your 
fuction promotes your treasury more than tha guppy iiself, 


Over the years I have been fortunate to have been in the position to do a lot 
of chinga that get the guppy in front of non-fish keeping people, In all likelt- 
hood most of you have also been in the same про but did not realize it or take 
advantage of it, One example = when visiting the dentist (ve all enjoy that, 
Tight?) I happened to notice that he had set up an aquarium in the waiting roon 
with African Chiclide in it, Not the beat choice but they are interesting tinh, 

I raised them myself in the sixties and early seventies, I also raised guppies 
then, А point in my favor was that I vas far more knowledgeable about them than he 
so 1 vas able to answer many questions for him, 1 also took this opportunity to 
tell hin that I had fish that would lk nice in hiw tank but wouldn't be compatable 
with his current selection, I let him know that I would be more than happy to give 
him some should he tire of the aggroasive chiclils, Give i» a key word hare = we 
all vant something for nothing. It wasn't long before he grew tired of replanting 
hia tank every day and waa calling me to take me up on my offer if I vas still 
interested, Well I vas, and the next weokend I gave him some nice looking puppies 
that vere буе appealing but not particularly show quality, I also threw ip sone 
avords and nollien and а few albino cat fíoh. We nov buys these flab from me, so 
those gift fish have returned a money profit in the long run, The best part iu 
that when his patients have questions other than just conversation he refers then 
fo ue. Tutu vay I have one more chance to Introduce the puppy into another house- 


Another example = The Missouri Aquarium Society, This club end a very good 
one it 10 holde a show every year, They used to have one guppy class which got 
very little particapation, I approached then on behalf of GGA and offered to 
sponsor ten Glasses in thelr annual show, Y told them that ve would furnish th 
judges and the trophya and they accepted on a trial basis. This club's show has 
tuo to three hundred entrées every year and our guppies are а fourth or greater of 
the total entries, I think that le not too shabby for getting supple into а

After judging the classes we pick a best guppy that 
Will compete wlth’ the other fish for Best in Show and the Judges award, In 1978 
youre truly was lucky enoough to win the Judges Award over all of the other éntrios 
in the show. On а year to year basis we have renewed cur sponsorship and have 
revised the classes to meet the guppy keeping trends of the area, Two examples 
are: we put tha blue and green guppies in one class called obviously bluà or 
rom = we also took and combined the albino with the snakeskin, These were cM 
that were not strong enough to stand by themselves but too Important to lump them 
into AOC and expect to see then on the show bench, Different areas vill requir 
various types of conce 


Another thing that I have been fortunate to do is spedk at many different 
workshops around the country. I always make sure that I have extra fish with ne 
that can be given to various с interest in ny 
presentation, I particularly try to get thea into the hands of kids or young 
people because thay will bo the backbone of the hobby in the years to come and just 
maybe by my help they vill someday return my favor by getting someone else started, 


In the event that there is an aquarium club in your area make then avare of 
yourself and your club, You cam offer to judge their bowl show when it is the 
month that gupples are to be featured, You may also offer to address the club on 
tho subject of guppies a» a program at the monthly meeting, Prograns are hard to 
cone by amd I think you vill be surprised at the reception you get, I know that 
there have boon many timos that I have been much viser after опе of these presenta- 
Hons because I vas able to learn fron the responses of tha different people, 
Keeping fish, regardless of the type, have many of the sane basic problems and som 
fone with killifish just might be able to help you by his solution to a problem 
that you are now having with your guppies because last yoar he experienced the same 
thing with hie Mies, 


One of the mont available sources of promotion are our ova co-workers, When 
you hear that someone in the shop or office is getting a tank - offer to help the 
Hat it up, Lot them know that you have done this before and to help defray their 
initial investment you will even give them "A COUPLE OF PISIL TO МАКЕ SURE THE TANKS 
ALRIGHT". How can they refuse an offer like that? Plus, if you play your carde 
right, you get to drink beer on them for at least three or four weekends, That's 
a pretty good pay off in itself, 


After you have road this make it your goal to attempt to do one of these things 
that I have mentioned each month, Now take and fasten this to next month's page 
on your calendar and road it again when you turn to the new month, Do this every 
month and when we reach the 3let of December.

Quite a few years back I used to raise mollies, plation, svorda, cichlids 
and guppies, While researching vhat vas the beat food for each variety I keep 
coming across the phrase "need vogotablo material in their diet such as green algae 
or Live planto to nibble on", Not having either except plastic I decided to try 
and make а vegetable paste food, The two Formulas I tried vere as follow:

Warm tanks represent no аа}ог problems here in Furopu, The common solution 
of the heating problem seems to bo the aimpliest = feedback with the homo atmow- 
plore, Most tanks are located in the heart of tho flat, in living and sleeping 
Toons, Sometimes even the children's room Lo "decorated", although without ad- 
vantage for tho children, Like a paludariun our guppy tanks become an iaportant 
Piece of forniture, A built-in cupboard with guppy tanks io вове kind of trend 
and each breeder's pride, „Luxury wood and our guppy, What a delightful combination, 
Also saving energy and other costo, 

I myself do not need any heating for my puppies! Put your tanks in your 
breakfast corner ao 1 did, My fish have chair firm place in ay kitchen, resulting 
An nothing else but advantages for us and thon, The vaste heat of my cooking and 
cooling unite together with that of the tank's Lighting aysten saves any heating, 
Whenever а member of the family cocks or cats, my guppies are fed and watched = 
14 hours a day. No TV in the kitchen!! Сарріез are much more colorful, more 
vital and, at last, more delighting to us, Only in the sumer slight problems 
arise from time to time, The high sun position creates 30 degrees C in the shadow 
and in the tanks, too, My guppies do not agree with the higher temperatures, 
lasting for long tems. The onlyosolbtionyto this is to replace water in short 
intervals, Except for thie my guppies work without troubles and they even become 
Europea Champions, Guppy breeding in the smallest place is practical and econimi- 
cal, 1 do not envy breeders in the hobby with fish rooms and garages, low do 
they heat?

My blinders were on the first page, The 
first thing I did wrong was not letting the масер stand 24 hours in the aquarum, 
Та fact I vas 22 hours early. I hadn't boiled the gravel, or sterilized the tank 
by putting in methylene blue, or checked the pH of the water, In the supponed 
COMPLETE aquarium kit there vas по methylono blue and no pH test kit for testing 
the water, Fancy guppies uhlixe other fish Like a varied diet, I had received 
only one сап of basic guppy flakes, А atentorian voles from somewhere deep inside 
me kept saying, "You haven't sean anything yot!" 


The best was yet to come, We had told the man at the pet shop that wo wanted 
one pold male and one red mala, the other tvo were supposed to be females and the 
color didn't matter, We did get our gold male, but the red ale turned out to be 
а pregnant female, “So, ve wound up with a gold male and three fenales, Like thier 
Cousins, the comón guppy, they give live birth and have а bad babit of eating the 
young, i£ not well fed, You can aleo use plant coverage, Mother and I made plans 
the next day to go to a different pet shop to get the things ve needed plus some 
plante for our pregnant femalo, Some one failed to tell Mama Guppy of our plans, 
Shortly after midnight, she delivered her brood, There ve were - non, me and a 
half-avake husband = fiohing babies out of the tank with a net and putting them 
into а Jar, 


The next day mother and I went to the pot shop and bought a fish bowl, methy- 
lene blue, pH test kit, thermometers and several different kinds of fish food, All 
for about $100.45, There we learned that ме also needed airstonos, brine shrimp 
орва and a larger pump. After testing the vater vith the pl test kie ny husband 
shook hie M lling us that the pH was wrong and that according to the informa- 
ton vitn the Cont aba bula not bate had her fables” But Masa ыру didnt 
know that, Going back to the second pat shop we found out that her babíes vere 
Premature, There were several reasons why that could have happened. One was tho 
chango in the water, the drop in temperature, the increase of the pl level, or she 
could have gone into shock, Normally all the experts will tell you not to каар the 
premature babies, Maybe ve vere so dumb that ve hadn't read that far in our book, 
but we went so far as to get apecial чей baby food for our small fry. There are 
several arguments for discarding these premature babtos but I won't po into them, 
Ours survived and we vero well pleased, After many more trips to the pot shop ve 
had 12 more adulte and one tank heater at $47 more dollars,

Buck to the pet store and this timo tvo 10 gallon aqjatium tanks, hbod Lights 
and воде "Gernacin" and of course a few more fish, This tine the total came up to 
5167,00, To make sure everything was sterile I ran the filters, hatchery, neta 
through the dishwasher, When I opened the dishwather the filters and the hatchery 
were one big glob = they had melted, My husband's idea of sterilisation waan't 
much better, is idea vas to use bleach! Ме did atop him before he got started, 
that vould have not only sterilized the tanks but killed the fish ав vell, We 
were advised to use salt und methylene blue, After replacing the filters, etc 
at а nominal fee of $45.00 we lost our gold standard male, Only our large bluish 
Black female remained fron our orginal 16, Back ve went to replace our fish, 


In the meantime, our Mttle'presaturé babies were reddy to mate, Except for 
their sise, they vere by ohow standards ideal, We took our new bluish black fewale 
named Star and one red small male named Peeves and the results wore great, Star at 
hor first delivery had clone to 60-80 babies - all fine and healthy, Star lived 
up to her name delivering every 27 days, Always a hardy bunch, 


What happens when you become overpopulated With guppten? Good question, I 
wish I had а good answer, Мапу pet storos are willing to sell you prime breeding 
stock, but reluctant to buy them back, Hy mother who is always reading and willing 
ко experiment, guppies give her a challenge, A challenge to develop her own strain, 
Star'a mother, Grandma Guppy, figured that she had done enough to help us X guess 
and равной on.

‘The grind] worm, » cousin of the white vom, is an excellent high-protein Live 
food supplement vhlch everyone cah, readily add to their feeding program with very 
little bother, Tish, especially guppies, will gorge themselves on these worms and 
never seem to get their ВПП, These seall worms (largor than mieroworas but about 
X the size of a white vomm) do very well at room temperature and can be kept year- 
round with no noticible decrease in culture size, IF maintained properly, culture 
have been known to last almost а year, To insure а constant availability of 
gríndala to feed, its best to keep cultures in various stages of growth by breaking 
down older cultures periodically and starting them anew,

Lay the glasa over the worms and thay will crawl over it making Lt easy for you to 
dip the glass Anto your tanks, Be very patient with your new cultures = the longer 
you wait to harvest, tho better the culture vill be, As the culture grova, the 
oma vill стам] up the sidas of the box giving you а reason to une your spatula, 
Keep the cultura covered or tiny, brown mitos and/or mall fruit flies will appear, 
When thia happens, the culture generally dies in а abort period of time, It's bane 
otto ery and reveatabliah а culture by splitting one that's bom infested (for 
obvious reasons), 


It's doubtful that grindal worms could be used as a replacement for baby brine 
for the following reasons, First, fm all but the amallest of set-ups, you would 
need, to maintain a large бшек of cultures which {в impractical, Secondly, the 
high protein content will tend to make your fish "chesty" 4£ fed too often, Mow- 
ever, your guppies vill be pleased and thankful if you give then an occasional treat 
Of grindal worms, Try working a culture or two into your breeding progran.

Grindal worms are a typa of live fish food of the worm family that are small 
enough for even baby guppies of normal size, as weil as being large enough for even 
Older, mature female guppies, The vorms live and propagate ina light soil mixture 
that Ís suitable for normal vorm movement and feeding. While the verma vill feed 
readily on the soil surface once they become numerous, normally they feed internally

Boxes for growing grindal worms should be water proof and the type chat can be 
closely covered, «An excellant box, Lf you have the room to utilizo them ara the 
atyrofoam fish shipping boxes usually available from any pet store, Only four inches 
Of notl should be placed in a box this size, 


SOT, MATERIAL, This while really not too critical, should be handled with some caro, 
Heavy clay soils are usually not suitable aa is, This 1а alao true of sandy, or 
soll that is gravelly or rocky. However, by the addition of sone black, finely 
chopped peat mona, or well rotted leaves from a woods, one can lighten mont rolls 
to make then suitable, Light, fluffy sofl from a rotted stunp or woods will make 
for your vorm boxes, А much sinpler and easier method is to buy 

soil" from а local department store, While this is far from ‘dirt cheap" 
1t doos make good culture modíun for worms, Whatever the sofl you finally obtain, 
add two tablespoons of dry cornmeal (yellow, if available) to che soil and mix vell. 
This will furnish added food for the vorna in the carly stages before they become

Once quanitilin of worms are seon On soil surface, place a sheet 
of thin glass, thick plastic filu or other waterproof material directly on soil, 
Worms will collect on this and one can scrape thes off with finger, wooden stick, 
tweezers or cotton mab, By swiohing this tn sach tank, worne vill readily wash 
off with no mess, Caution: Amount of vorne collected in this manner may fool you,

OTMER HINTS, Worms of all kinds do not do well im culture medíums that are acid, 
If you have such soil suggestions are to neutralize the acid. The best material 
for thts 1з ground line-stone (called agricultural lime) but powdered chalk lo very 
good that is found in some drug stores, or make your own from a stick of chalk, 

To each quart of soil mix, blond in а tenspoon of chalk, Baking soda will work but

BUT, 
the worne'aro only likely to be as good as to what they aro fed, Lots of atarchy 
grain based food will make fat worms and very probably fat guppies, The addition 
of high protein fooda to the ones used for feeding worms vill help, That is, add 
а bit of beam subir, or syrup, to the cornmeal oatmeal to do the trick, A bit of 
sliced apple is also helpful,

to tropical fish, Chemically treating our water each veek before making our water 
changes vill be a burden each of us will have to live with, Thin la only half the 
problem - За most towns the changeover is being made with no advanced notice even 
fo local pet shops. Eventually, the entire nation vill convert to the new method. 
If water treated in this manner {в as toxic to fish as they say, the entire tropi- 
cal fish hobby could be in jeaporéy, The April issue of РАМА does have some in- 
formation on thia subject, but ve need to know more == if you can help, send in- 
Formation to the bulletin for publication, 


Without questión, the very best food for guppies io an abundance of newly 
hatched brine shrimp, Feeding large amounts of baby brine (primarily from the Utah 
eggs) will cause filtern to get extremely dirty due to the residue in tho eggs, 
Much, 4f not 211, of this residue can be eliminated by "denwding" the egge 1f jou 
can take the mess and the odor, For those of you with only a few tanks, cleaning 
filters weekly could be the ansver, This becomes virtually impossible for someone 
with а large, say 20 or more tanks, set-up. But the anawer could be a simple 
"partial filter change", Rinsing or replacing the floss or running tap water over 
the charcoal to loosen the collected mulm until it can be poured off will give those 
filters new life,

better name "Wasting Disease". 


When this disease first appeared I thought it might be itchiponin, And while 
there are different manifestations of this disease including pigment lows and body 
changes it dtd not display the classis symptom usually apparent in guppies namely 
the twirling effect in the males, Thio is caused by the di attacking the 
motive portion of the brain throwing the fishes equilibrium off, 


This has been around for quite a while and, an the unfortunates who 
rooms it has visited have found, very hard to cure, In fact, once it ri 
certain stage the fish are doomed, A brief description За a» follows! Initially 
the fish become lintless in movement and feeding, The next stage Lo that while 
they come to the front of the tank to eat and appaar to be eating - they pass under- 
neath the food.vithout ingesting any or at the most very little, If unchacked with- 
ina fou days they vill become thinner and torpedo shaped,

т, myself, use three different types of filters, I think that almost all filters 
аге good, but some are better suited for certain purposes, One that I don't use is 
a pover ilter that runs all the time, These are good filters, but you have to 
watch your water level a little closer, I like to keep my water level about two 
inches below the top of the tank and this vill barely maintain the syphon ов moat 
outside power filters, With my water level down like thio fever fish jump out or 
worse yet from tank to tank, One power filter that I do use once in awhile {4 a 
Dynaflow, It does an excellent Job in a short period of time, I get lasy once in 
awhile (no more than 365 days а year though) and do use a Dynaflov, and in about 
ten minutes I can tell whether that Lo a tank of guppies or oscara, 


The first filter I use is a box filter, preferably one that utilises an air 
defuser of some type, This type of filter doas two things, It filters the water 
and the fine bubbles help to disapato some of the gases that build up in an aqua- 
rium, Another thing that this does is that it allows you to change larger amounta 
of water without adding chemieale to break down the chlorine, The agitation breaks 
it up fairly quickly, I change water in two manners: Some tanks I change a third 
and add a third tap water = in other tanks I change 75% and add a third of what i» 
left daily until full again, Thin latter method 19 something that I Just started 

© year, It da too soon to say if it i» a better method or not, It 

not seem to hurt anything, but I vill know a little more about this after a 
couple of generations of fish are raised doing this. 


The second filter that I use is a sponge filter,

a The first is that sponges should not 
be cleaned in bleach, Bleach cause to break down and melt together thus 
closing up the pores that are needed to absorb dirt, pases, ete. As a matter of 
fact, 4£ you leave it in bleach over night you vill find a much smaller sponge in 
the morntng., This process starts with the firat exposure to the bl 

untl all bleach is removed, Sponges are fairly cheap. If you have a disease pro- 
blen, throw the spon Should your tank Just be dirty quickly rinse the 
ponge off in tap water and return to the tank, With the exception of fry tanks I 
rarely use the sponge filter. І like to use a box filter in conjunction vith them. 
The box filter will pick up some of the Larger particles of dirt in the tank which 
a pponge obviously can't get 


The third type of filter that I use quite a bit is the untergravel filter. I 
an aware that most guppy people don't like them, I have found however, that plante 
do much better with this type of filtration system, Plants make a tank look attrac- 
tive and I like the appearance that can be attained with that type of tank. One 
must keep in mind that the undergravel filter is similar to а septic tank and you

know that they need to be cleaned from time to time, The vay that I manage to do 
ibis is one week I will siphon water through the left side air lift tube, The next 
week I will do the same on the right side, Tho third week I will aiphon some of

Then I will return that gravel to the tank, Tho next week of course, I do the 
Opposite side, Dy doing this I am able to maintain а good biological balance and 
still be assured of keeping a healthy tank for my fish and plante to thrive in. 


Regardless of what type of system that you may decide to go with, you nes 
be aware that in a fresh tank At takes anyohere from sixteen days to а month 
that filter to be doing a good job of filtering, Tt takes this long for the filter 
medium to develop the nitrifying bacteria to clean 
your vater, In an established tank it takes considerably lens time since gone of 
thin nitrifying bacteria does exist on the glass, plants, or decorations that nay 
be dn the aquarium, 


I hope that my observations have been of some help to someone out there, Iam 
were that there are вове that may disagree with some of the things I have To

May's Question of The Month - Planta in the guppy aquarium. 


ANGUER from Peter Tedesco 
Fancy Pinney Petende 

I used to have a lot of problems with algae in my puppy tanks, 1 started to 
grow vater sprite and visteria in the tanks, After a while they started to grow 
very large, It мав a problem to clean the tanks. When they prev very large they 
covered the entire water surface and the Lights did mot Light the tanks on tho 
next tier down, Бо, what I did was to take little pieces with roots and start 
again with a bmallor plant, One day Т recieved some тоге planta from a friend and 
that 19 how my tanks got infested vith ranshorn snails, They just ate up all of my 
floating plante, 


Did you ever try to get rid of these peste without using chemicals? No vay, 
T even scrubbed and bleached out my tanks, but they case back, They do help soma- 
what in the aquariums = во I live with it, Now I have switched to duck weed be- 
cause it keeps down the grovth of the algae and mitella beaause it floats and the 
fry can hide very well in it. The snails cannot destroy these types of plants. 
They srov very vell and aro very hardy like the lettuce type of plante, Every now 
and then I have to skim the top of the water surface in order to keep the duck weed 
under control, Sometimes it gets so thick, powered or flake food vill not fall 
through to the fish so they can not get at it.

The nitella stays im a floating mass, like à carpet that iu floating. This as 
it grows, gets very thick and makes a wonderful.place for fry to hide, The gupples 
also like to nibble on the mitella, It is very soft and they pick at it constantly, 
This is a very good fond source fof them, If you can have these plants surviving 
and growing in your guppy tanks then the water quality should be excellant for your 
guppies, These plants are very sensitive to poor water quality, IÉ they can grov 
in your tanks then you must be doing something rigit, Keep up the good work.

I'm sure that all of us guppy lovers have a show tank = be it's contents our 
guppies that are too old to show, yet are to soft hearted to throw them away or 
Other types of fish. I confess that somtimes I don't dispose of old fish either for 
the simple reason that they came out so good in proporation that I lika to sit back 
and look at them thinking how vell the progress 1а in that particular strain, So 
let's face it = we all like plants in at least ona of our tanka do we not? 


Plants provide our show tanka with depth and perception, I recommend that you 
plant tall plants along the back wall of your tank using the bushy ones to cover 
filter tubes and The medium sizo ones go nicely next to the sides of your 
tank making you pick out а perception point, You can give your tank а lawn by 
Putting short plants in both of the front corners, In doing this be sure that you 

a triangle, the wide part being against the voll thinning out as it enda about 
three inches out along the front pane of your tank, For a;finishtng touch you might 
like to add a slate or shale based driftwood in the very center of your tank or add 
а nice sword plant, 


I find this method vary appealing to the ayan, yet it gives the fish space to 
move aroung and allove the fish with poor eye eight to fool where they are going 
before bumping into the valla of the tank and getting bruined, 


Ialways give my now plants at least twenty four hours of Light for the first 
couple of days so they can adjust to their environment. After the adjustment period 
you can cut the light dom to eight boura a day, Penn Plax makes very good fluores- 
Gent light bulbs for your tank that do mot induce algae provth. However, {f your 
tank is in front of a sunny window you vill most likely have green algae growing in 
your tank, It does not harm your fish in any means but {в unsightly. In order to 
remove it you might consider purchasing an Chinese Algae Eater or a Plecostumus 
If you have a large tank (over fifteeà gallon) the plecostumus would be better ae 
they grow to four -five inches in length, Silver Dollars and Goldfish eat plants so 
please don't make the mistake of letting them have а nice salad for lànch on your 
budget! If you do notice other fish in your tank nibbling on the plants they are 
lacking vegetable matter in their diet and should be fed Algae Flakes by Tetra Min. 
In the event that your plants are bromning up jive then a dose of Plant Saver by 
Jungle as it will give them a little pep to grow, You can also make your owa plant 
food by putting one teaspoon of Epsom Sales per ten gallon of water once a month, 

Xf you choose to make your ома you must watch your Ph level as the salta will raise 
your pH over a period of time, This can be stopped by ayphoning 25% of the old water 
from the bottom of your tank on a monthly basis, Ph is very important and should be 
kept at 7,9 with a hardness (Dh) of medium to medium hard, The temperature should 
be kept at 75 degrees F, Do not put algicides into your vater as they will kill all 
your planta,

WHAT'S FOR SUPPER? 
Subject: Tubifex Worms 


Bettor's Note ~ Evidently this ia not á popular fopd in the guppy hobby au we did 
not receive one article on thisdubject, I found this following article which 
appeared in the Guppy Roundtable (July 1970), 


‘The Misunderstood Tubifex Worm by Jamas D, Conklin 


Зо many myths are floating around the aquarium hobby about tubifex worma that 
1 vould Like to pass on a few helpful (I hope) tips about them, Pirot I will freely 
admit, they carry bacteria; so can anything else you feed to your На 


The firat practice I Learned about tubifex la that they need to be washed. 
This can be done in various vayn, The best method I know of in in a container а 
few inches deep in which you can wash them with cool water (or cold) and pour off 
the debria and/or dead vorma as much as poasible, They may aluo be washed through 
а not you will have to remove those that get embedded and also you will not be 
pouring off the dead omes, which is important, After washing 13 accomplished they 
сап be spread out on а newspaper, Ве sure to pour off as much of the excess water 
as you emn, The newspaper should be several pages thick, The vorme vill then keep 
for approximately two weeks depending on their condition, Disinfectant can be used 
with the washing method if you wish but I have never tried it so I must leave th 
up to your discretion, 


You often hear the torm "a bad batch of tubifex", and you encounter dealers who 
WALL say, "I never koop them because £t £a too hard", or "no one can understand how 
to use them", ete., ete,,, And that is their privilege, I am not knocking then la 
апу мау. The point Зо that tubifex are good only insofar as you can take care of 
then, They are used widely all over Germany and elgevhere and the Gorman brooders 
аге known to feed then to their Discus, Well, now I've really said it! I steppe 
оп someone's toes, But if you give your Discus white vorms, I wee no reason why 
they can't eat tubifex, Te i a wonderful breeding conditioner food. However, I 
do not wish to write this article only from the viewpoint of feeding Discus, 


Well, speaking of taking care of them (tubifex, that 15), have you ever tried 
a milk bath? No, not for yourself, I sean for the voras, I really recoment this!

WHAT'S POR SUPPER... .. 


1 purchased a pint of tubifex worms, one small kitty litter pam about 10x12x3 
and one pint of Half and Half, I chose the Half and Half as midway between milk 
(my firat intention) and cream, Next I poured off all excess vater, dumped all tho 
worm: into the litter pan, poured the whole pint of Half and Half over the worms and 
spread them all around so they would be bathed in the Half and Half, The worms 
seemed very happy and actife in what amounts to a culture mediun condition much like 
you sec miero-vorms, healthy and active, in their cultures, The next step is to 
wait about five hours for the culture to activate and have ite effect, The effect 
you will nes is mostly the curdling of tho Half and Half, You will sce white gra 
les which appear as chesse, This ia now all waste products which brings you to 
the next step: Wash with water, Then fill up the pan and pour off again, Repeat 
the process until most of tha curülea and other impurities are poured off, Then let 
the water drip into the pan and allow the overflow to cleanse the remaining particles, 
This nay take a while depending on the amount of vorne. you are preparing. 


When clean, put the worms оп a mevspapar to absorb moisture excess, You will 
have lovely red tubifex which your fish will safely relish, 
tha newspaper, into the pan and lay the pan and all in the refrigerator 
desired, By thia means you сап feed a well conditioned food to your fish, 
heard that you should not feed them to certain fish but I would mot care to make a 
fiat statement ар such, I will gd во far ao to say that I fée them to all my fish,

ANSWER. From Peter Tedesco 
Fancy Pinney Friends 

Marat lot me expain why it is inportant to set up your filters properly, You 
have to sake sure that the filter media i» charged with bacteria во that it will do 
the job of keeping the tank or aquarium in tip tòp shape and vill not cloud wp no 
matter what you do, This can only be done {f tho filter fo set up right and the 
culture of bacteria that ia growing alive in the filter modia За not disburbed or 
destroyed when cleaning.then or the tank, I first start vith floss and charcoal, 
Yow I have propresred to a method I find easier for ma to handle. 1 nov use marbl 
and floss, Then I found out how to make it work even better, By putting a small 
piece of sponge in the corner filter before inserting the inside plate on the bottom, 
Insert plate = £111 with marbles and flos: leaning the sponge and floss, 
rinse out gently with lukewarm water, rinse marbles, filter box and set it back up 


Make sure that you have plenty of aged water on hand for water changes, Do not 
use cold water, because this vill surely ham the culture in the filter and you will 
ond up with a very cloudy tank. Aa long as my filters are doing the job and the 
tanks stay clean, I do not bother then at all, I used to clean them weekly, thon 
monthly, Now only when I think it is necessary, If you know your system, keeping 
An eye on your tinh and know what to expect, you will know when it is time to change 
your filters, A little common sense goea a long vay, Why bother with something, 
if it da working vell. Leave vell enough’ alone, As long as you have the surface 
area, that can keep the Living culture alive and keep the tank in balance and every- 
thing is im order = do not bother with it.

Every aquariat should be familiar with filters, Filters are very important in 
an aquarium; f used properly they will expand the life of your foh, Your brooding 
stock will produce great Littere, Therefore filters can help uo guppy nuta Improve 
our strains and erase many future problemo, With this in mind I vould like to tell 
you about the different varfotíes available, We have a general breakdown of bottom 
filters, inside filters, outside filtern pover filters and handondo filters, Many 
of you are probably asking yourselves, "Witch ono Lu for ne?" That fa exactly vhat

This io written before the April deadline, but the city recently announced it 
vas delaying the change until June first, Now experte aro betting the city vill not 
Чаго make tho nove until after the Olympie Games, Within the last two years а num- 
ber of water divtricts actors America have switched to chlortutnation, Miami anong 
the first and more recently both the Alameda and Santa Clara vater districts in 
Yorthern California have gone through. the change, The svitch-over is simply too 
vontroveralal to face before the end of the gamen, The change in Lon Angeles, when 
it comes, will be the largest water system conversion since construction of the 
Ronan aqueduct, 


in LA, ehlorimination is inevitable, an certain as the fact that tho games vill 
themselves bring millions of visitors to the city, When the process arrives the city's 
pet shops will have to cope with a change fn water quality and a new need to strip 
toxic chemicals from aquarium water, 


Water History = Рог decades chlorine has been added to municipal water as a dts- 
infectant but as levels of organic solida have increased in local water aupplioi 
some scientists have claimed the organics and chlorine have combined to cr 
suspected carcinogens, Ву adding ammonia to chlorine water experts created а new

How To Grow Your Own from George M:Troskay 


While it may be past history, some yearn ago wild daphnia cre a staple food 
for tho entire tropical fish world, Even the fish faras in Florila cavefolly cul- 
tivated them in quanity to prov better tropical fish of moat varieties, Even today 
there is one thing still to be said for them--they are cartainly a "Live" food that 
can be grom simply and cheaply ар long as certain rules are followed, 


(1) They are a cool water loving species, 

(2) As with most cultivated animals, they suot be fed to obtain them in 
usable quanition, 

(3) À starting culture of come kind ís meede 

(0) While they ave not a good "growth food" they do furnish needed color 
enhancement {tens as well an exercise, vitamins and minerals, plus a 
change-of-pace live food, 


For better than.twenty years I have gotten quantities of several specien of 
Ive daphnia in my backyard with a minimm of work and troubla==-a11 in less than 
2 gallons of water, The water insecta come back each spring automatically and

Brine Shrimp 


Howe Rafsed Adult Brine Shrisp һу George MeCroskay 


I suppose ono could classify this article as a "seguel" to the one on the 
origina of the brine shrimp, To he entirely truthful, over the 

dt taken a really dedicated ffoh bresder to go to tha extra trouble to get 4 

"Live! fond, In thaqe days of froeso dried and other exotie fish foods moet 

are Just an good anyway, To me, this can be a fs лгу all by itsel ал anne odd 
troubles can develop when foods other than the тота untura] live fonds aro used-- 
At least as an occasional feeding, One example cano to mind that happened to a 
friend, It was reported to me that a lady had a lot of strange aninale appearing 
An ber tanks that were eating baby fish, causing some havoc among all tho fieh, and 
yet were unkown as what they were and whore they cano [rom as the hobbyist мав only 
feeding dry and freese dried fooda---all in some quanity, After a long period of 
ehocilag the answer was a bit odd, but apparently was rhe origins of the strange 
Wild lifo, You seo, most frecke dried, and a lo: of sun-dried fish foods, originate 
overseas and particularly, in tropical countries, This simply means that the live 
wild foods vere collected by post anyone, vere processed in sometimes primitive con- 
ditions, (even the fr not really carefully done) and the results were 
that insect larva When they hit 
the vara water and light in hone tanks they hatched, Tha resulta were obvious, I 
have even seen locally caught wild and Live foods ataying for long periods in guppy 
tanks (usually tho ono with gravel and planto) and succecofully staying alive quite 
well, Something to think about, 


Back to brine shrinp, When marine-salt water, hobbytate came to be, the search 
Fagon for sone sort of live food that would bo available, could be used in malt 
water, especially for long periods and yet be readily aucepted by all marine fish, 
Fresh water live foods, even baby gold fish and “feeder type" common puppies all had 
built-in dravbacku, But, the experianced guppy people had solved this very problem 
sono time apo, although the information as to һом was not widely available, But the 
answer yuo not believed by the marine hobbyists for а good long time--untii they 
becana desperate when none of the less common, and tercifieally expensive, se 
tropical lab could not be kept alive under "normal" conditions, I'll bet I pa 
along the methode, as I had adapted them, to болели of paople, including а cç 
commercial marine-land kinds of endenvors, Evoucually, some local enthuni, 
vertised for some tine that ho would sell а gallon bag of adult brine shrimp Cor 
31.50 and did во for dome time, I called the ma ¿nd he said he had obtained an 
old, wood, 5,000 gallon tank - had Filled At with salt water and мап raising brine 
shrimp, 1 never did hear how he made out in the long run, I bad my own supply, 

AIL thin is to show that it ip quito possible and even profitable to obtain your 
own Live food supply via the homa-raised route, 


If my memory serves me right, some years ago it vas possible to buy live adole 
brine ubcinp from soma of tha larger companies. I assume these vere shipped by air 
froipht just as live fish are today, I know I did see several sorts of live foods 
im the larger shops being sold by the portion-«vhich Ís still probably being done, 
Whathor the subject animala vere from local producers or from the ponds of commer- 
cial firme, I really have no ides, 


Now to the basics of raising your own brine shrimp, There are neveral "nusta" 
la order to be successful in thia but these can be a bit simplified to the rule as 
to how much shrimp you would Like, Which, of course, depends on the amount of fish 
you plan on feeding and how heavy you wish to use live foods, Let no one become 
immediately discouraged as to how this i» done because it can be done inside OR out- 
side, and with simple equipment and little space, Remember - а fev Live adult 


s. 





(as opposed to new-hatched shrimp from agga) brine-shrisp may ba exactly what you 
have been Jacking to give that little bit of extra color to show fish, or to make 
that hard to mate female get into condition, even мова all else has failed, 


Naturally, to got started one must have sons shrimp egga and some sort of vay 
to hatch thea, Most any of the several kinds of egge will work, but Utah egga seem 
to be a bit easier for sone reason, I vould guess that the water you have to start 
with may make a big difference, I suggest that tho softer your local water the 
more caro you will have to take, Our watar here is very hard and alkaline vhich 
problens in hatching the eggs but helps when you must make up a batch of pro- 
Other directions to the contrary, there is nothing really too ert- 
tical in raising brine shrisp once they are hatched, It vould seem, from what I 
have observed over the years, once you get your first batch of shrimp proving well, 
the succeeding batches ween to adapt to each particular set of conditions and it 
gots easier and easier, The two main things that aro the most important Ís feeding 
enough and not too much, plus heat (usually gotten with sunlight f you are outside) 
laturally, in the wild, brine shrimp feed on salt-water algae. 
animal, artifical feeding gives more returns and quicker, And 
mot ваду to get it you do not live near salt water, Directions for thin later on, 


Tor OUTSIDE brine shrimp propagation, I suggest the more water you can use, the 
better will be your resulta, But, as little as five gallons, in a suitable non- 
corroding container, will do tho trick and still gives a smail feeding of live food 
snch day, At a guess, about a doren mixed sizes caught out onee a day vill ba about 
average, A aha) lay container worka well, but you will be troubled with moro ova- 
poration, and quicker cooling, too quick and too much heating if in thé hot ош 

My beat results vere with plastic garbage cams, half buried in the ground in the 
backyard to ayan out the heating and cooling effects. However, a neighbor did as 
voll with та old ten-gallon crock set in the shade of а tree, ‘When later on 1 ob- 
tained a used bathtub, buried it in the ground and transfered to this, it worked во 


well, it i» still there after 20 yeara--and still produces shrimp whenever 1 think 
to reveod it in tha spring, It freeses solid in the winter which овер to do no 
harm, although snov and rain tends to dtlute the brine content, I guess at the salt 
content and add ten pounds or ao oach spring, or whatever I have left from winter 
snow und ice thaving оп the sidewalks, 


Once you have а location in mind, whether inside or outside, you must get some 
mort of idoa во to how mich water your container vill hold, While no great accuracy 
le necessary, it {e a good Lea to know the amount of water im gallons you vill be 
playing with, When filling it one way 19 to use a 24 gallon bucket and count the 
number Е takes to transfer tho vater--fron where ever it may come in your area. 

A smart trick is to uno water from a ditch, pond or river as thie vill be excep- 
tionally good tn conditioning things. ‘Treated tap vator sometimes can take weeks to 
como to а point uhere nev-hatehad shrimp vill lve in it from the hatcher. Rain 
Vater, {f one can get it conveniently, is also good = but 1f you decide to une а 
child's plastic wading pool, as one example, this can hold a lot of water, A 6 ft, 
one, five inches deep vill hold from 100 to 150 gallons, Which means you have а lot 
of Weight and а lot of salt to diosolve into Lt, А five foot bathtub will take 55 
gallons, If all else fails, a shallow depression dug out of a level place and lined 
with heavy plaetie film will also work for a couple of years, If you use this method 
a good idea 1а to lino the odzes of the pool with bricks or flat rocka to both hold 
the plastic film in place and to halp prevent eroaion from rain and usage, In fact, 
to do this with any container ís a big advantage and vill bo а help when the ground 
is vet, or has grass proving to the edge, As most hobbylots know from pact exper- 
dence, water is heavy and allow for this by making a very fium base for your shrine 
raising containers, 


WHAT'S FOR SUPPER", 


Once you hava come this far, having your pool, pond or whatever ready = 111 it 
using the method beat suited to you as described above, Once you have the gallonage 
‘approximated you cun start adding salt, ALL the standardized hatching directions 
fare about correct, except the growing condtions needed are or can be a bit different, 
For one example, if you use Utah eggs, which calls for 10 tablespoons of salt per 
gallon, or San Francisco brani which recommends only 7 tablespponc, thia amount 
must be transfered to pounds, You can use one of those selincometerz, or hyiro- 
meters that indicate the salt contont with a float, This should read between 1,010 
‘and 1,020 although а little mora or lesa will not effect resulta too much, It is 
the additional additives that are a bit critical, Besides salt, which can be most 
any kind, the cheapent rock salt is fine, wine Ерлот salta are nected, There 10 no 
hard and fast rules for chis as they are additio "hat dora a nunber of things, For 
one, they vill soften hard water, they act as a "buffer" against certain possible

Saterlals - You 
can feed pulverized green Іами grass taken from underneath a power lawmsower or any 
groan proving materiala L£ made Cine and juicy, I have washed the underneath of my 
dover into a tub of water then fed "as ta", ТЕ is readily eaten, In hurried moments 
Just a stirring of the muddy bottom vill quite often bring wp enough algal and other 
vatabler to feed the shrimp for another day, 


Adult brine shrimp vill usually be ав large as three quarters of an inch, Пом- 
over, mixed sizes are usually the beat bet and these you will have quite quickly 
‘once everything is going well, At 70 degrees or higher you will got full vised 
shrimp in about three weeks, In my caue, in about three dayn to a week I can collect 
live fooda, If you are one of those who will hava limited amounts of growing shrimp 
І adgiso using a vide mashed net and only collecting tho larger n In a 50 
gallon container = one hatehor seeded with а level teaspoon of еда ta plenty to 
keep а supply of about four tablespcona collected each day for at least a week, 

To my case, а now hatcher of baby shrimp wore added cach wack, although there vere 
always some shrimp left each timo, Ronokber that proving shrimp once adapted to 
your growing conditions become vory hardy, They will remain alive in your tanke of 
fish for ав much as oípht hours, 


If all you have read so fer ia discouraging, let me give you some short-cut 
tipa, 1f you want to try the quick method of getting adult shrlsp, try this, Get

Sound too good to be true? The revolutionary new "topless" brine mhrinp пеной 
makes it all happen! It's а simple, harmless and just about foolproof way of getting 
the maximum mileage from brine shrimp eggo, The "topless" method uses a chlorima: 
tion process to strip the hard shell from the brine shrimp egg and dtosolves avay 
also any empty egg shella that may bo present in the egg supply, 


After the treatment, the denuded "Topless" brine shrimp eggs are hatched in 
the regular vay in the hatcher, Mot only do moro of the shrimp tend to hateh, but 
oven those that do not hatch are usable as food becouse they are no longer encased 
in undigentable hard shells! Pish relish then ao they would any fish ogg, Harvest- 
ing ia а snap compared to the old methods, Nov, instead of having to wait while the 
hateher settles then trying to draw off tho hatched shrinp without alao getting wn- 
hatched eggs and empty ogg shells, all you do ia ahut off the aeration and inmedia- 
taly pour the contents of the hatcher through a brine shrimp net, rinse and feed, 
The contents of the hatcher are 100% edible because there ia nothing thero except 
live hatched shrimp and edible unhatehed орда, It's fantastic to see tho Firat tine 
you try dt. 


‘Tho "topless" brine shrimp method has been used and tested by а number of major 
hatcheries, aquaculturalists and individuala, It fs quickly obvious that this method 
is a terrific boon to hatching the vital brine shrimp, but the next question war 
‘what effect would the new procosu have on the qquatie creatures fed on the brine 
shrimp or the denuded орда" Happily, the feeding testa have во far show no 111 

fich thrive on both the hatched shrimp and the unhatched eggs denuded by 
this process, We have been working with thio method for several montha and are 
venlly excited about the resulta, We have tried several variables and have come up 
with the following formula that worka vell on all kindu of brine shrimp eggo, ovon 
the duds that wouldn't hatch! Although the duds nEill may not hatch well, at least 
the denuded eggs are selvagable ав food tnotead of romining just ай expenaive waste, 
TE you want to have some fun and an amazing brine shrimp hatch, nive the following 
method a try, 

1, Add Í top, of brine shrimp eggs to 3 om, fresh water. 

2, let soak for L hour, Keep in motion by occasionally stireing or by aeratio, 
vith an air bubbler or air atone so that the egga vill absorb the water 
evenly on all aurfacea, 

At the end of the hour add 2 ов, liquid chlorine (Clorox or Purex works 
fine). Stir continously for 3-5 minutes, The color vill change fron brown 
to orange-pink right before your eyes as the hard ogg shells are digaolved 
away, leaving n mass of brine shrimp cysts each encased in a clear membrane, 
Although it is mot recomended that you lomvo the agge in the chlorine mix- 
ture for over 5 minutes, vo went ав high ав 20 minutes without damage to the 
cyst 

AE the ond of 5 minutes, pour the mixture through a fine brine shrimp net, 
Rinse the contents of the net thoroughly with fresh water then dip the net 
and contents into 1 cup fresh water to which 1 Tbap, vinegar has boon added 
to neutralize any renaining chlorine, Rinse again, 

Add the denuded "topless" brine shrimp eggs in the net to the standard 
hatching solution for the type of eggs being used, Add the normal aeration 
and run the hatcher in good lighting for 24-20 hours at about 02 degrees, 
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WBAT'3 POR SUPPER?,..., 
Hatching Mediums: 

For Canadian brine shrimp egga, the following newly improve? formula produces 
an even better hatch than formerly, The specific praviry of the mixture should be 
between 1,002 and 1,005, The formula gives a specific gravity of 1,004 in out water, 
but it would be vell to check your own solution vith a hydrometer because the eggs 
do not hath as well at highor salinitet

money, Me have also received reports that for sone reason some people can't neem to 
make it work, At least one of the failures was found to be dua to 
nuded едри to oulight, The unhatchod eggs noan to be extremely se 
violet light once their protective shella have been removed and viability rapidly 
deteriorates 1f exposed to sunlight for ебад a short period of time prior to hatching, 
according to Bob Maxwell, producer of ALL Day brand brine shrimp eggs, vio hae been 
doing considerable research on brine shrimp hatching, Including tho "topless" method, 
Taterosted hobbylsts have aloo cone up with some vory qood questions. 

1, lo it worth it! ask Gary Jepren, in an article in "Live bonrace" Wo, 30, 

He concluded that there їз not enough incroaae in hatchability to maka a11 the fåon 
and bother worthwhile, That's up to hin of course, but aonehow T tink he has missed 
ihe mainpoint, If all you aro looking for La а dramatic improvement in hatch fron 
удна that are already producing decent hatches using standard methods, thon the 
"topless" method probably i» not for you, The bíggent plus-factor for the "toplens' 
method da that the agga that do not hatch are not wasted, ,they can bo fed right aloni 
with the hatched shrimp, makin your havent 100% edible, ven the best of brine 
shrimp agg have some expensive vaste, and the poorer tha hatchability of the engo 
you are using the more valuable beconés the saving in vaate and tine, 

2, "If the "topless! egys are 100% edible, why bother to go through the 
hatching process?" Thio question han been raised by many people including Joanne 
Norton in her editors note in the sane tease of “Livebearers”, This [a indeed а 
good question and one I hop all of you who try the "topless" method will help anaver 
by reporting your results, In пу experiments I stripped the shells fren a can of 
eggs that were zo ppor chat the batch was close to zero by any method I tried, At 
least half of the volume disappeared during the chlorination process dnitoattng that 
there vere a lot of empty shellu packed im with the egga, The rossining denuded овца 
ware a good bright orange color and looked normal under the mierorcope, but try аг I 
might I atill could not get many of them to hatch, по I decided to qult trying and 
just feed then ar ia, The egge vere stored in а saturated brine solution and each 
day for б weoka I ueasured out enough egre to feed certain of my tanks, rinsed them 
under running water in а brine shrimp net, suptted the net into a container of frash 
water and fed them to the fish with a baster in just slightly lena smounte tham I 
would have fed live baby brine shrimp, The fish ate then enthusiastically and con- 
tinued picking avay at rhe egga on tho bottom until all were gone, 
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WATS FOR SUPPER... 

Fry raised during these 6 weeks on the unhatched denuded egga shoved the sanê 
growth as fry that received live brine shrimp, and showed considerably better grovth 
than fry that received no brine shrimp of any kind, Even though tho unhatched eggs 
seemed to work just as well as the hatched brine shrimp I still feel chat hatching 
then is worthwhile, Live shrimp give fish the "thrill of the chase", Live shrimp 
live for avhile in the aquarium whereas nhatchod eggs have to be fed more care- 
fully as theybogin to deteriorate sooner (although no worse than frozen brine shriop 
do), But feeding the unhatched denuded eggs 18 apreat alternative to salvage Soo! 
value from expensive eggs that won't hatch well, 

3, Та there any vay to store "topless" eggs so that more can be treated at 
one time and held for later usage? Donuded eggs can be safely stored for future 
use by emersing them in a saturated brine solution, They will not hatch in the 
saturated brine and I have kept them for as long ай six montha vith no loss in vin- 
bility, They сап also be soaked for an hour in saturated brine after the denuding 
procesa, then drained and frosen in handy portions in tho freezer, They will keep 
Tndefindely thia vay, But be careful when denuding large batches of eggs at one 
time, The oxidation process creates heat, vhich must not be allowed to go above

REDUCING WATCHING TIME STILL FURTHER; Wane to hatch ahrinp fa 12 hours and thus 
ave on the number of hatchars being run simultaneously? ТЇ so, try the following 
method developed by Bob Maxwell of ALL Day Beine Shrimp Co: 

METHOD; Formulate 1 gallon of brine shrimp eggs, (We suggest you first try the 
method with smaller amounts), Cover and store in the refrigerator, When ready to 
set up a hatch, just remove the appropriate quantity of eggs fron the refrigerator 
container and add to a hatcher set up with fresh hatching solution, In 12 bours you 
should be ready to harvest, The eggs in the refrigerator should keep for at least 
2 months, Although we have been very pleased with the resulte of our teats on this 
method, it still {в in the experimental stages where further rofinementa and im- 
provements are possible, so ме hope you will share your results with un,”

ve do in spawning and rearing many kinds of fish, And this is probably the form of

used, The few Cents you may save are not worth the risk of disease for your fish 
ос the likelihood that the other hatches can bo poisoned off by tho increasing levels 
Of metabolic waste and bacterial pollution, You should keep the can of eggs that 
you are currently useing in the freezer to make certain that no moisture get to 
Your eggs becnnne if this happens they won't hatch well = 1f at all, 
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Also make certain to rinse the Live shrimp off ix fresh-water of about the 
same temperature as yoor tanks to provide as little shock аз possible to the shrimp 
te allow the unsatem ones to live as long ав possible to provide live food for your 
fish all day long.

Proper Insulation: My fishroom is а garage attached to the house which I can enter 
through the basement, I had an old fashioned space heater with no thermostat con- 
trols. Then I purchased an up-to-date one from Sears which has a fan to circulate 
the warn air and a thermostat, This I've had for about 4 years, One night my heat 
went out, pilot light and all, The next morning ав I vent down to fond my fish, T 
Thought it was kind of cool, When I opened the burner door I sav that the pilot 
light vas out, The temperature was still 70 degrees in the water, This happened 
two more tines, alvaya during the night, Why? 


T noked a friend that works for a utility service and he told me that this W 
been known to happen, Usually in the linea outside of tho house in gas pipes under 
ground Ln cold weather this can happen, He said that there ia no vay you can atop 
tite, I'm Just thankful that I had the foresight to properly insulate my fichroon, 


At fent I thought that maybe my room was too airtight, I have plenty of fresh 
air ventilation, Then I thought that the fan might be blowing out the pilot light 
Wrong again, Maybe it might be the flue, It could be pushing back unburned exhaust 
fumes or that ít vas blocked up, Everything checked out OK, Ono thing I did va 
Just to lover the thermostat setting one degree lower, This vay I will have a 
steady flow of pas and not have the burner poing full blast, So far this пести to 
be working fine, Again, let me strons that properly insulated fishroona aro a must. 
If this won not the case, I could hava been completely wiped out, Aloo fortunately, 
my lah are accustomed to low temperatures, High temperatures are not healthy for 
fich au they seen to age taster, 


One thing I have to correct in my fishroom, I must add a folne wall in front 
of my garugo door, No mattor how good it is sealad off, Т still ret a cool flow of 
air along the floor, This is bad for my tanks om the floor but vas not the cause of 
my burn out, So be very cautious and be sure to insure the safety of your hone an 
well as the safoty and health of your fish,

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JUDGES AND THE JUDGING BOARD by Stan Simbel 
Michigan Guppy Breeders 
As judges we have several fonctions to perform, Firat of which {2 the correct 
usage of the standarda when Judging fish, No matter what our personal preferences 
аге in regard to color or conformation we should be as Fair and unbiased a» possible, 


Once in awhile a judge will mot care for certain aspects of the standards, but 
as long as he doesn't allow this to cloud his judgement ho can perform his duties 
very effectively, One judge, in particular, feela this way but I feel very com- 
fortablo with him judging my fish an I know he will do an honest and complete Job. 
We all make mistakes, chat 10 one of tho reasons ve have a three man/woman team. 

One problem that does arise is that ome person, the head of a team, will tend to 
dominate the other tuo members, Under theme conditions, if you ав п team nember 
strongly disagree with the placement of the fish, you my ask to call in another 
Judge or senior judge for Ма or her opinion, I don't mean this should be done over 
а slight disagreement on allocation of points, as in thia case a gajority judgement 
would be adequate, 


There have been Judges who stated once I pass the tests I will Judge the vay 
1 want and to heck vith the standarde, Thankfully they weren't around too lont, 
I don't mean to cast aspersions on anyone as we all can have cur off days when ve 
are not functioning 100% effeciently, Some judges are veok on certain colors and 
thoy should either work extra hard to sharpen up or stay avay from thasa classes, 
Tt ia difficult to keep a high level of proftctency after baing on your feet several 
hours judging (I guess that's why I 010 down as often as I can), So those of you 
who bug out early = otay around and help = who knows, the extra tired Judge may be 
working on your fish! 


Another thing a judge munt be able to do lu to explain vby a fish von or didn't 
place at the completion of judging, Many tines exhibitors are trying to learn what 
arene а fish de defecient in vo that they may improve on the type of (ish they enter. 
This 10 ono of the benefits gained by attending shows = the opportunity to comparo 
your fish against others in the same class and seek answers to means of improvement, 


Ocassionally, myself or other members of the board, vill reefeve complainte on 
how a claan vas judged, And in some instances the complaint fu valid, But once tho 
card tu turned in the oh cannot be rejudged which 1а proper according to the rule 
In casen such ав this all wo сап do de to polat out the errors to the team that did 

judging and suggest possible areas for improvement in futuro Judging, Tt soos 
without saying you cannot yo back in an hour and try to rejuge a clans ao colora 
may have changed considerably during thts time, Or even at the time of judging а 
lah may not have come up off the bottom of the show container, but later way have 
displayed himself well, I vould hope that such coments and suggesttens are taken 
in the spirit in which they are given, namely to improve judging and not junt to 
biva somebody a hard tine, 


It {з also our responsibility to keep abreast of any modifications or changes 
in the Judging standarda, Seminars provide an excellent opportunity for obtaining 
thia information am well as working out any problems you may haw 


As members of tho judging board we have all the responsibility of a judge plua 
several extrag, Tho judging board chairman has the same responsibility аз any other 
committe menber,in that he conducts the board meeting and reporta to the Hoard of 
Directors at regular meetings, All members of the judging board have an equal say 
on any and all décisions made by the board, And may be considered ав a senior judge 
in settling any problems that may arise during judging at a show, Te should be 
renenbered that the judging board can only offer their recomendations to the Board

After watching the Judging at many rocent shows, I have noticed a general 
tendency of many of our judges to lean covarde maller matching dorsal fish and not 
‘even take a second look at a larger fish with a dorsal mismatch, I would like to 


use this article to discuss this tope, with you the reader, kanping in mind that 
I am not taking any oide in this debate, I would Just like to point out a few arear 
ln our Judging system I feel some Judgen are overlooking, 


Our most соттоп comparision of sire versus color has to do with two major 
straina of fish, One strain usually io of "Parrish" related stock, which in usually 
described as а large bodied fish with usually а light colored or striped dorsal. 
The second strain 19 what many people call a "lutter" related strain, which could 

ually be described as а smaller bodied fish but usually has а watching colored 
dorsal, This competition соввы about very often (n several popular color classes - 
namely; Blues, Greens, Purples, and noma M Color clas Many timos vhen these 
two types of fish come up against each other, judges are setting the Parrish fiol 
down and not even looking at ther, Somewhora along the line many judges have de- 
cided that if a fish doesn't have a matching dorsal it tan't a good Coh, Naturally 
we all look for a big, good colored fish but, more often than not, ve ond up with 
one type of fish or the other,

point these fish out, The dorsal has а total of 8 color points with A pointa soing 
to density and 4 points to tntenatty (Stan's definition of intensity is "brightness!

with a good matching dorsal the most we would probably give would be 6-7 points 

with ó points being the norm for good color, The "Parrish" elated fish haveing a

ivan a minimum of 1-2 pointa, with 2 points possibly being the norm, So, as you can 
fee ve usually have a sprend of around 4 points in favor of the "Hutter" (lah. Now 
We move into the wise catagory and, in general, the Parrish Clah body will be larger 
by 1-2 pointe (only 1/2 to 1/4 longer) and if the caudal were in the correct propor- 
tion (1 to E ratio) then you would also have a 1-2 point spread in favor of the 
Farriah fish, Dorsal size im most "Parrish" atrains fs algo usually larger by at 
least 1 point, Зо, as you can see, a "Parrish" fish cam easily pick up 4-5 points 
in the size catagory and pull back to equal, 


Now, Y suppose someone is saying to himself, "Yeah, but he looked at all aize 
catagories and he only looked at dorsal color", ‘So let's look at the other color 
areas, (n my opinion, nost of the time, caudal color in either strain 19 usually 
Rood - that ia - a good colored Parrish caudal is as good AW a good colored Hutter 
айа], Body color actually Js an area where Parrish fish usually can pick up easily 
122 points as they have much better body color, espactally in tho peduncle area, The 
other area where there can be а difference {з in symmetry ‘here you could say that a 
Tish with matching dorsal and caudal han a more symetrical color and you could give 
the Hutter fish the nod in polnts. 


As you can see, very possibly, thone two strains of fish are closer than many 
Judges realize with the "Parrish" Kish going into the sympatry catagory vith powsibly 
û lead La points of 1-2 but the "Kutter" fish catching up to pull even, with the break- 
down possibly looking like this:

How To Grow Infusoria by De. Rugene G, Larr 
Reprint = Guppy Gazette 
May 1973 


The next time you mov your lawn, or if you have a head of lettuce in your refri- 
serator, you have at hand the material to make Just about tho best food there is for 
very young guppies, T' talking about infusoria, For some reason of other iniusoria 
їз mot used as much as it used to be sowe years ago, and that's n pity-- for infusocia 
da better chan fresh hatched brine shrimp for feeding baby guppies, 


You can grow and harvest infusoria with a minimum of fuss-- using only grass 
clippings or chopped lettuce, tap water, sunlight, a shallow pan, and a medicine drap- 
per. I11 give уоп an easy recipe for how to grow in a bit, 


Infusoria {e a general term used to cover various and sundry kinds of minute 
{protozoan} orpantana which are found in decaying organic matter, stagnant water, etc, 
Only the largest of them are visible without tho aid of a microscope, and this makes 
them Just bite-sized for newborn fry, To a newborn guppy these minuto free-swimming 
morsels look like a chocolate dipped bonbon would look to you, During that all-impor- 
tant fíest week of life, а baby guppy will stuff himself continuously on infuooria Lf 
it is available to him, I recommend that you feed both infusoria and freh hatched 
baby brine shrimp to your guppies from the tme they are born up until they are about 
ihres weeks of age, After three weeks, gupplen are interested fn larger food than 
infusoria, lo addition to baing an excellent food packaged in a perfect size for 
парру fry, infusoria hae another very Important advantage, Because infusoria will live 
indefinitely ln aquarium water, you will not pollute your tanks by overfecding, At 
least you won't pollute your tanks by overfeeding infunorta, If any of you have had 
the bod luck to introduce dead brine shrimp {nto your tanks, or if you have uo over= 
fed that the brine chrimp died before outen, you will appreciate the non-polluti 
characterintie of infusorta, Feeding Infusoria will Introduce algae into your try 
tank, Algae hay come to be a dirty word in a good part of the modern fish-kooping 

It shouldn't be, except perhaps in reference to tanks that are kept. for mostly 

ive reasons, Groen water is pod for fry and should mot be eschewed. 


JECIPE VOR CULTURING INPUSORIA = (TC you are going to use lawn clippings they must 
first be dried in the sun,), 

A half cup of chopped lettuce or dried gramo clippings brought to a boil in one 
quart of tap water, Don't соок this-= just being to a boil and remove from the burner, 
Vet thia mixtura cool, pour into shallow pan or dish, and then set outside where it 
WAIL be exposed to sunlight, Do net cover-- this mixture must also bo xposed to the 
air. Placed outalde, you should hive Infuroria after 24 hours, This infusoria cul” 
ture can be left outside or brought indoors, But I must warn you that it vill become 
жегу melly, so maybo you better Leave it outside, To produce continuing batches of 
Infusacia, boil up the sane quantity of dried grass clippings cr chopped lettuce and 
tap water, let cool, and then adi about k cup of Liquid from an old smelly batch, 
Exposure Lo sunlight is not necessary iË you use a starter from an old culture.) 


Concentrations of infusaría in your culture vill appear ав little wiopy, cloud: 
looking arena» Pull these up with a medicine dropper, Concentrating light at cne 
aide will attract the infusoria to one side, Feed whatever amounts you сап get as 
often an you vant. Ae I say, infusoria will live indefinitely in your fish tank, so 
you do wot have to vorry about pollution fron this kind of live food, 





WiAT'S VOR BUPPER?, npon 


Nothing much of anytitiog is gained hy giving infusoria to guppies that are older 
than three weoks-- though nothing is Lost either if yoa do not mind green tanks, Bur 
singe mont of you feed several tines а day, your older fish would not bo tempted by, 
mor would they be benefited by, food that cones in such amall packages.

Be prepared for lead poisoning that may come from the ceiling paint in your ftyh- 
room, All coiling painte contain lead = tho vapor that is thrown off from your tanks 
can cause this problem, I know it has happened to me, For one thing, the vapor that 
ia thrown off your tanks will nooner or later cause death in your fish, The firat 
symptoms that accur is when the fish vill remain on the top surface of your tanka, 
You may think that your аһ are lacking in oxygen or that you became lax ín water 


changing and have an ammonia problem, 


But the cause iu probably lead polsonini 


‘This ds fatal = the aypptoma start with the fish gasping and then they will start 
to show red blotches on their acales and body, To play it safe purchase п clear 
plastic drop cloth or a large plastic covering and install the plautic over the ceil- 
ing area by veing ataples or small flat mails, Clear silicone will also vork as well. 


A few months ago an article van written about red spots ocurring on fish and 
they lost all of these fish, Well this problon of lead poisoning ny well have been 
the cause of this wipeout, Cot your ceiling covered and prevent this before it gets

JUDGING TEE FINALE GUPPY by Toa Allen ond Stam Shubel 
Editor's Note - The following article is а revised version of the article which 
appeared in March 1902 bulletin, This has been revised to clarify the color classifi- 
cation of the female classes, 


To be classed as а female, а guppy must show a gravid spot and mot sport a gono- 
podium, TE in the agreement of the Judges, a fish dows not pass one or both of these 
requirements, Lt should be disqualified, Special care mast be taken with some black/ 
half-black females as the gravid spot may not be readily visable and my blend in with 
the dark body color, 


As with che male, one caw quickly determine which clase a female belongs with 
the help of the following chart: ҮҮ 


The halfeblack and gold аге dotárkiàé by body color whereas in the final 
tion, caudal color to taken into cob&lderatlon, If however, thoro is an albino class 
this Would be the first determining factor, A female must show 512 of the primary 
color to avold disqualification, Obviously, the quality of the lighting con be a 
determining factor in the amount of primary color a fish shovs, Because n female is 
from à red strain does not necessarily mean she will pags the color test and not be 
dinqualifted, 


Fron time to time, confusion occurs on combined color classes such as the Dlue/ 
Green female (and the Blue/Green Bicolor class in the case of malos). The slash 
separating the two colors implies thé fíoh can be blue, can be green but need not be 
both blue and graen, But suppose both blue and green vere present = ап long ae the 
total percentage of all remaining colors iu less than 49%, the fish should not bo din= 
qualified, However, these other colors are considered ав an absence of the primary 
color and you would potne the fish down accordingly when considoring caudal color. 


At a recent judging sominar, one of the participants asked where an Albino (red 
or pink eye) female with a red caudal would be entered {f no Albino femalo clase were 
available, Using the chart, we'd see that aha would have to be put into the red class 
(an unusual situation since one thinks of this class as being made up of gray-bodied 
fish) since she fa not a black, not a half-black, not а gold and has at least 51% of 
red in the caudal, Had she SIL or wore yellow gold coloration in the body, however, 
sha would fall into tha gold class, because the body color check takes precedence, 
When no Bronze class is available, a bronec-bodied female vould be classified accord- 
Ang to the caudal color also, 


To avoid being redundant, guidelines, definitions, etc,, which are discussed in 
the chapters on judging the male, will not be repeated hore, It is recommended that 
you review these chapters (printed in the IFGA Judging Booklet and La issues of the 
TGA bulletin) before continuing with thie article, 


Judging the Body (Shape)... 

Cause of its major importance is the overall scheme, body shape as а judging 
category in the Female has boen given an additional 6 points over the points for body 
shape 4а the malo, Unfortunately, at tines we tend to be too lenient and place а

Badly shaped female higher in the reaules than she should be, Let's face it, an D or 
9 point loss because of poor body shape should definately keep а fish out of the runn- 
Зав, Occasionally, you are asked to judge a female who is obviously "too pregnant" 
having в body зо distorted it looks like а ball-bearing with a tail, This fish would 
score low in body shape, The opposite condtion ia also possible; that Ís, a female 
body depth (thickness) may not be in proporation to her length also scoring lov shape 
points, You should also рау close attention to the peduncle area in a Female as a 
weak paduncle area (again, not in a pleasing proportion to the shape of the body) 
would be reason to dock the fish in shape points, 


Any female having an excellent shape would receive 9-10 points; a mood shape, 
7-8 points; fair shape, 4-6 pointe; poor shape, 1-3 points, The 11th point is held 
back for the exceptional Fish, Any shape vould get the minium of 1 point, Note that 
At im still possible for two [emalen each with a fair abape to still be къо points 
apart, 


It da quite probable that any fish receiving lov body shape points would also 
score low in symmetry (the overall pleasing appearance of the fish) as a poorly shaped 
body dertainly isn't pleaning to the eye, Moat show females fall in the 4-8 point 
rango in body shape.

"atandard' is ideal - that which all of us as breeders should atrive for,

For the most part, female body color ia non-existent, For this reason only 4 
points ate available, "Regardless of the number of points, ve still use the density 
and intensity technique of assigning pointe, Only a femala with exceptional color 
should receive 4 points; goad color, 3 pointa; fair color, 2 points; and little or 
mo color, 1 point, If we consider the fish being shown today, virtually all would 
receive minium body color points with the possible exception of blacks and an occasion- 
al gold with a secondary body color, Taking note that the Half-Black must have enough 
hal£-black body color for class determination, 


Judging the Body (Condition), 


Excellent body condition vould warrant 4 pointe; 3 points vould be given for good 
body condition; 2 for a fair condition and 1 as a minimum, Seldom would you give a

This time vill be differ- 
ent, I had the needed space, money май no object and I will make the time, After 
spending hundreds of dollars on the initial cost, Y was ready for the fish, I visited 
every pet ahop within a 50 mile radius of my home, I could mot fin one docent pair 
of fish to stare with, My friends, famLly, wife and even my cat thought that T had 
mone nuts, They watched me build the fish room, buy 20 fish tank? and accessors, 
prepare the tanks for fish, fill the tanks with water amd then do nothing, (I 
bought a little time by saying that the water had to age for at loant б weeks), 


Pinally thru a friend of a friend of a friend, I made contact with a mentor of 
the IFGA, He called oc one night while I waa busy in my new fish room refilling the 
evaporated water in the empty tanks, We talked about the guppy for over an hour, T 
explained my situation and he said that he would be able to help me, We act а date 
to meot at hin house, so I could select some decent stock, When I arrived, wc talked 
another hour before Í even saw his fish room, Finally I had the opportunity to nee

friend said "Here's what you do, gat in contact with JOW DOE (who Lives on the other 
side of the country), He has some terrific blues that have matching dorsals and the 
length is perfect, Use that line and you vill be showing fish їп 6 menthe." (Good 
Answer, right), Question $2 - do you think, in the near futuro, we will be having 
any discussions about guppies? He said "Yes, the next tvo meetings ve have vember 
designated to give a talk,” Meeting #1 - how to mail your guppies to other shows 
Meeting #2 = the proper vay to {11 out the entry form for other shovs, Inasmuch as 
both classes меге very informative, there vas still no talk about raising, breeding,

1 look forward every month to getting rhe ТЕСА publication, The atoriev are in- 
forvative, but I must admit, the breeding methods and techniques that vere published 
a few months back, were hard to follow, Basically, 1 did uot understand what the 


breeders were trying to say, I asked others in my club if they understood, most didn't, 


After three years ав a member of the IRGA 1 have determined that; (1) there aro 
a total of 4 strains of guppies in the United States, Every breeder han at least 1 

of the strains, Then after a fev cross breeds tho individual breeders call it thelr 
own strain, (2) Almost everybody has the same fish, The next timo you attend а show, 
look at any преси {с class (except ADC), The guy with the best lab, sella or trades 
with everybody olue, In 15 months tine, you have a clasa of clones, (3) Using the 
same fish for every show does not indicate a good breeder, It seems to be nore of an 
endurance test (or the Fish, I wrote chis letter after roading the Anniversary 99, 
The thing that caught my attention and prompted me to rite, мап the last fow pages 

of the booklet that had the nanan and addrensen of all the clubs and their respective 
Wenbers, 1 didn't take the tine t» count but Lt stems that tharo are а lot of members 
that done show fish or [f they show, they never take an avard, The big question te 
MAY? and dt woema that the same Гем always write articles for the publication, 


Maybe 4e" cime for some changes, I for ome, would enter more shows Lf E knew 
wat a qualifying guppy was, For myself to learn this, T should take tho Judging 
courne and become a judge, Now, I know what a winner should look like, Or why can't 
the INGA sponsor a drive to educate all its menbers by issuing the written judging 
test thru the mall and giving a visual test thru the clubs? I'm not saying that every 
member should be a fudge, I'm saying that every member should knew specifically vhat 
а judge in looking for, This vould he a two fold purpose, (1) you'll know whan you 
have acceptable fíeb to enter, (2) you'll know what Inprovenents must be mado or

But now you notice a little nip in the ade and a little color in cha trees, 
tho arrival of fall 49 lere,,,to ba followed all too quickly by winter, I am afraid, 
Your thoughts turn more and more to your fiwhroom and one cold day you really take 4 
look at then = Good God, I am going to be anoubound with there tanka? Heaven forbid! 
You, I admit it] If you are onc of almost 90% of all hobbyiste who think of summer 
time only au а tine to feed and do weakly water changea, you will probably find your- 
self in this prodicanent, 


1, myself, found out tho hard vay some years адо, what it сап mean to bo lax in 
the fishroom during summer or апу other time, ut don't despair there 4з a vay out. 
This problem can really pile up оп you tf you happen te have а really large fishroom, 
Tho anawer {a that there is mo easy way out, What you have to do Ís come wp with a 
routine and atick vith At, Most of us fead our fish at about the sane time each day - 
but water changes are often tines hit and miss and {f vater changes are hit and miso 
what ia filter cleaning! Hoy do you start а routine? 


First thing, if you have been lax about your tanka all summer don't try to make 
it all up in one day this fall. Ir would be just too much of a shock to your fish 

not to even think about yourself, Now I am mot about to tell you that the vay L handle 
Water changes, filter changes 4a the best way, it's just the vay that I have done it 
for the last [5 yeara or so and it has worked well for me, 1 have had a lot of people 
with Just a fou tanks tell me = Boy, it must be а lot of work to change water or clean 
all thos filters, It's not, I change 25% of each tanks water every Monday and Thus 
day, My atando house 3 racks on thum chat hold A ton gallou tanks for а total of 24 
tanka. Му fishroon io located fu my basement with a good drainage systen 10 feet 

avay in the laundry row, What Т do 48 stretch a garden hose between the drain and 
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my stands, Т put my drain hone дахо the garden hose and drain my tanke like that - 
ver а pail to carry, To Fill the tanks I use the same garden hose making sure the 
Vater is the same temperature, I add it straight into each tank followed by 3 Tbsp, 
of movaqua, Ue have well water so this method may not vork for some of you who have 
sity water, 


Filter changes are done the (irat of every month unlwes this happens to fall om 
Monday or Thursday, in which casa I do it on the second, Never change water and clean 
filters the sane day, My filters are bottom filters - 1 put a layer of small marbles 
ón the bottom followed by a layer of loss, a layer of small grado activated carbon 
and another layer of floss, Tho marbles lot me got by using less carbon which would 
take a lot to keep the Filtera from floating = but I still get the benefits of the 

gas avorbing carbon, ALL the old floss amd carbon are thrown away and replaced with 
new when 1 clean filters, The marbles and filters are cleaned with hot water and elbow 
grease not a bleach solution! Рог all my tanks thia takes about 2% hourn, I know 
Home of you would just rinse the floss and uso it over, but I never do, That is why 

1 never change water and clean filter» tho sane day, 1 never have any trouble vith my 
tanks clouding doing it my vay after а (ilter cleaning, 


When it comen to the inside glans I keep any algae oft that would restrict view= 
dng ood don't worry about the rest, Mor removal of algae I use a paper towel and my 
ham, I do thia the first and níddlo of every month, You hear a lot of talk about 
people tearing there tanks all the vay down to clean them, I did thia ay very first 
year in the Hobby, but never since 1f you follow a routine auch a» thia one, If you 
ever do tear dom а tank and have not already done wo - paint tho outside bottom of 
your tanks a flat black, I started to do thie when 1 raised Discus because if they 
get appoked from the Lights reflecting off a clear bottom tank they nay try to avin 
Tight through and hurt themselves, 1 neglected to do this when Т net up my nov tanks 
for guppies and my fish washed out, Nov I have all my tanka vith black bartona and 
ay floh hava their color back, This of course is only applicable 1€ you have bare 
bottom tanka, TE you start out and follow thie routine you should not have that 
dreaded “now Bound" fealing next year,
